FRIDAY, AUGUST 3, 1798. 
Fobn Hughes of Belfaft, fworn. 

© Says about five years ago, in the year 1793, he 
was admitted a member of the firlt fociety of United I- 
rifhmen in Belfalt ; the fociety cpofifted of about 70 of 
the leading peoptein bufinefs in Belfalt, fuch as Mr M‘. 
Cabe, Mr Boyd, Mr Watt, and perfons of that de- 
{cription. There were four or five other focieties of the 
fame kind then in Belfatt. ere was no oath on ad- 
miffion at that time ; the members took a telt only ; he 
did not attend much to the fociety, and the fyftem of 
5993 fell into difufe. 


“About ‘July 1796, he became a member of the | 


iéty (which regenerated under the prefent fyitem of 

ited Irithmen) in Belfatt ; it was called the firft fo- 
ciety of United Ivithmen in Belfait ; Robert Orr, then 
a chandler in Belfaft, adminiftered the oath on his ad- 
miflion ; the oath he took is exactly the fame as that 
which is fet out in the printed conititutions. That fociety 
confifted of the following pésfons, namely, the faid Ro- 
béreOrr, Thomas Richardfon, —— Browne, and two 
or three other perfons whofe names he did not know, 
and to whom he) was and is yet ao utter ftranger.

* He. went to Dublin accordingly, and called upon 
Lewins. He told Lewins, that Mr Teeling had 
diteéted him to call upon him, in order to be in- 
formed of. the fituation and the progrefs of the 
jetiés in Dublin, that he might (if he could be ufe- 
- aft in promoting and extending them. Le- 
wing told him, that the focietiés were gaining ground in 
Jublin, and extending in thé country, and Lewins, 
n confideration, was of opinion, he could not be ufe- 
ful ia Dublin, as his acquaintance was very limite there. 
—He vifited Lewins generally once a day whilft he re- 
mained in Dublin, and frequently dined with him. The 
company at his table were generally clergymen, and 
fome of them foreigners ; he thinks it likely they were 
ptiefts.. He itaid in Dublin about three'weeks at that 
time, Teeling-came to Dublin whilit he was there, 
and lodged in the fame houfe with him, the Belfaft 
Hotel ia Capel Street.  Teeling ftaid about three 
days in Dublin at that time, and nothing particular paf- 
fed"between them there. He did not attend or fit in 
any fociety of United Irifhmen during the time he ftaid 

ir Dublin. 
is Efe returned to Belfaft in December 1796. He 
was-ill with a rheumatifm for fonie time after his return 
to Belfait, and was not at the cown meeting which was 
held in confequence of the French being in Bantry Bay. 
He did not attend the focieties, from motives of caution, 
but fpoke to the yonng men who were concerned, in the 
day time, in the ftreet, or when they called at his 
houfe, to afk his opinion.—He continued fuch cautious 
conduét till fhortly before the Lent afiizes 1797, when 
Mr "James M‘Guchen, the attorney, requelted him 
to goto Dublin, in order to get a licenfe for Coun- 
fellor Curran to Be concerned for the prifoners then 
in the fevetal gaols on the North Eaft Circuit, char- 
ged as United Irifhmen.—He accordingly went to 
Dublin, and, at the defire of Mr M*Guchen, wait- 
ed upon Mr Cusran, to know whether he would at- 
tend as Counfel for the prifoners at the aflizes.— 
Mr Curran faid he would, but would expeé to 
receive one hundred guineas as a fee for each and 
every town, he fhould be defired to go to.—He told Mr 
Curran he fhould have the money, and he paid him fifty 
pounds as a retaining fee, and appoiated him to attend 
at Monaghan ‘aflizes firft, and he would there be in- 
formed what other towns he fhould be required to attend 
at.—His general directions from M‘Guchen were to 
get Curran down, on as cheap terms as he could, but 
to get him down. at-all events.—He did not attend at 
Monaghan or Armagh affizes, but he attended at the 
then enfuing affizes at Carrickfergus.—Mr Francis 
Jordan of Belfait, merchant, was treafurer for the coun 
ty of Antrim, and collected the money.—Has heard 
mott of the gentlemen in Belfatt fubfcribed, that Cun- 
ningham. Gregg paid twenty guineas, Charles Rankin 
paid. twenty guineas. Wiliam Sinclaire paid twenty

guineas. Robert Thompfon paid ten guincas for him- 
felf, five guineas for his fon, aud five guineas for his 
daugliter —Never heard that the Sub-fherifi of Antrim 
received any money from the prifuners or their agent, 
but heard that Hugh M‘kKey, Sub-theriff of the county 
of Down, was paid thirty guineas for returning a par. 


tial pannel, and that Alexander Lowry, of Linen-hill, 
paid him the money, viz. ten guineas before the trials 
came on, and twenty guineas after the aflizes were over. 
—Believes the fubfcriptions for the county of Antrim, 
then amounted to feven hundred pounds and upwards, 
and the fub{criptions for the county of Down amounted 
to njne hundred pounds and upwards. Alexander 
Lowry was the treafurer for Down, he repaid him the 
money he had advanced, viz. the fifty pounds that he 
had paid to Mr Curtan as a retaining fee, and about 
two hundred pounds that he had paid for licenfes for Mr 
Curran.—He underftood then in every converfation he 
had, that Down and Antrim were prepared to rife and 
prevent any capital conviction being executed.

2. You have faid that you were introduced to Mr 


Grattan by Mr Samuel Neilfon, at his houfe at Tinne- 
hinch, in April laft—Recolleé yourfelf, and fay whether 
you can fpeak with certainty as to that faét ?>—d. I cer- 
tainly can.—About the 28th of April lait, I went to 
Mr Grattan’s, at ‘Tinnehinch, with Samuel Neilfon : 
on going into the houfe, we were fhewed into the libra- 
ty. Neilfon introduced me to Mr Grattan, and I foon 
after walked out, and left them alone for full balf an 
hour. I faw a printed conftitution of the United Inith- 
meh in the room. : 

9; Can you fay whether Mr Grattan knew it to be 
the Conftitution of United Irihmen?—t. I can—for 
he alked me fume queftions about it. He afked me 
alfo a variety of queitions about the {tate of the North. 
When we were going away, I heard Mr Grattan tell 
Neilfon, that he would be in town on or before the 
"Vucfday following ; and I underftvod" from Neilfon, 
that Mr Grattan had vifited him in prifon ; and, on our 
return ¢0 town, Neilfon told me he had {worn Mr 
Grattan. Neilfon and I breakfafted that morning at 
the country hovfe of Sweetman, who was then in pri- 
fon, abd went from thence to Mr Grattan’s in Sweet- 
man’s carriage. 

MR NEILSON. 

In Neilfon’s examination, (No. V.) is the following 
additional matter :— ~ 

Q, Was there any intention of attacking Newgate ? 
—A. I believe there was an intention of attacking it 
on the night I was arrefted, the 23d of May 1798, 
“in order to liberate Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 1 
believe fome hundreds were affembled at the Barley 
Fields for that purpofe- They confidered that Lord 
Edward would be a very valuable leader, and that he 
would have led the rebels in Leinfter. All the dele- 
gates looked to him as their leader. I have delivered 
feveral meflages from him to different committees. 
Lord Edward and I were {topped by a patrole at Pal- 
meritown, not long before, and liberated; by miftake. 

9, ** Were Lord Edward Fitzgerald and the Sheares’s 

acquainted with each other ?”—4. “ They were, and 
knew each other’s political’ opinions. For fome, time 
before Lord Edward’s arreft, he was almoft conftantly 
employed in confultations with military men, and in 
forming plans of military operations. I believe latterly 
Lord Edward was rather afraid of invafion, left the 
French fhould conquer Ireland, and therefore urged on 
the infurreétion.”” 
2; “ Have you had any interviews with Mr Grattan 
fince you were liberated from confinement ?”?—/. “ I 
was twice with Mr Grattan, at Tinnehinch, in April 
1798. I either fhewed Mr Grattan the laft Conftitn- 
tion of United Irifhmen, or explained it to him, and 
preffed him to come forward. _I was accompanieé at 
thefe interviews by John Sweetman and Oliver Bond ; 
but I do not believe Mr Grattan was ever an United 
Irifhman.” 

9, * Do you mean John Sweetman, who is now 
in cuftody om a charge of treafon, and has with o- 
thers of the {tate prifoners fubmitted to the mercy of 
Government ?—~. I do, 

“’Tt has been ftated to this Committee, that you 
have faid you fwore Mr Grattan ?——4. I never did 
fwear Mr Grattan, nor have Dever faid that I fwore 
him. 

Q, * When did the manufacture of pikes begin ?—/. 
About the time of the military organization,” 

** Says, the Convention Bill was calculated to meet 
every part of the fyftem of United Irifhmen. -When 
he read it, he fuppofed the framer of the bill had their 
cont{titution before him whilft he was drawing it.” 

“ By a letter addreffed to the Lord Chaneellor, by 
Samuel Neilfon, immediately after his examination, he 
withes to corgect his evidence, by ftating,. that he had 
another interview with Mr Grattan at ‘Tinnehinch, in 
company with Mr John Hughes, and that both went 
there in Sweetman’s chaife.”’
